"Here have been divers Strang e Vs, Wonderful Relations 

lately Publiſhed either with Licenſe or Allowance, of - 
ſome Prodizious: Accidents; and among; the reſt , not-long,. 
ſince, thete was.an Account, That ata Town.in x) ordfhire, 
there fell ſuch a Tempeſt of Rein, Hail, Lightning and Thun- 
dcr, the hike harh been: ſeldom or never heard of in England +. 
It began abour. Elevena Clock inthe Morning, the Sky;being: 
for a conſiderable time very Black and : ark  when.on aſud- 
denthere fell in freat abundance. an, incxedible Storm. of Hajh, 


which, by the a/fiftance of a ſtrong Eaſt-wind, came down ”

thar hierceneſs, that the Hailſtones rebounded Three foot high 
from the Ground ; after which followed a terrible ſhower of 
Rain; which {eemed rather to fail by Pailfuls,and Diſhfuls, than 
in the common. way; which ſo affrighted the, Inhabitants, that 
they went out immediately into the -Fields to fave their Sheep; 
Lambs, and other ſmall Cattel, but they had much adoto return. 
with the preſervation of their own Lives. |

BUT. alas , .This was but the Prologue or beginning of their 
ſucceeding ſorrow , for during this dreadfyl Storm of . Hail 
and Rain, the Heavens ſent forth ſuch huge and frequent flaſhes 
of Eire, that notwithſtanding that deluge.of VVater, which at. 
that mſtant was falling from the Skyes, the Lightnitig took hold 
| of ſome Houſes, but was happily quenched without doing any 

conſiderable dammage ; but ſeveral Barns, notwithſtanding the 
utmoſt diligence of the Inhabitants , were burnt down to the 
Ground, and all conrained in them conſumed to Aſhes; and one 
of them was burnt with ſo much violence and fury, that a Man 
who was Thraſhing-therein; had much ado te make his eſcape; =

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before the Barn was utterly ruined apd deſtroyed; 
And among the reſt a Youth being overtaken inthe Storm - 
endeavoured to ſhelter himſelf in a Windmil, but the illnatured 
Miller began to Swear and Curſe at him; asking him, If he was 
ſuch a Fool and Changling , to be afraid of alittle Lightning 
and. Thunder, the Boy had ſcarce time to Auſwer before he was 
ſtguckooff the Stairs, & the Miller was forced to go. dawn, & take 
him up half dead; But this unkind'Millr had hardly recovered 
the Youth, ere he himſelf was ſtruck down with the Thunder, 
and *taken up without any appearance of life for the preſent, 
though it is faid he afterward recovered. . | 
"There is likewiſe another Relation, That at a Town called 
Blois in France, about one a Clock mm the Morning , an a- 
mazeing Tempeſt of Wind began with-ſuch violence, as ſoon 
affrighted the moſt ſleepy from their repoſe ;, and in a ſhort 
time by its fury, beat, or blew down all the Body of the Church 
of Saint Son/ucas, except the Belfry, and likewiſe half of the 
Feſuits Church , and Two fair Houſes info the Zighſtreer, the 
People whereof were glad to run into their Arched Cellars to 
fave themſelves, which they happily did, though the Ruines ſell 
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1p0n;-28d: round about th2 Arch, but the Rubbiſh being remo 
ved; they were afterward drawn out alive. ml 
 Fhis: Tempeſt 'was accompanied with 'a moſt prodigious 
Hail, many Thouſand Stones being found as big as a Mans Fift, 
a:thing ſo wonderful torelate, that had there nor been ſufficient 
yewitnefſes, it would.ſeem incredible; This: unuſual Artillery 


_of Heaven, did break all the Slates wherewith the Houfes are 
\ covered, andthe Glaſs Windows: all over the *Fown as if they 


had been beaten in a Mortar. Without the Town' there were 


_ Eight whole Pariſhes utterly rammed by the Hall in ſuch a ter- 


rible manner , that 1t ſeemed as if no Corn had: been ſown, or 
Vines planted-ithere ; ſo ſtrangely. were all things batte- 
red down, and :laid jn-aconfuſed 'defolation; There were like- 
wiſe Four  other#Pariſhes muck 'endarmaged, ' and 'Multitudes 
of Chimnies beaten down ; fo that the dammage by that, and 
the breaking of Windows and Tiles, was: valued to be about 
Two Handred Thouſand Crowns, and the harm- abroad in 
Cornfields and Vineyards was invaluable... oo. 

But in the midſtof Judgment:Gods Mercy is juſtly to be Ad- 
mired, for the P*orefant Church in that Town was in a wonder+ 
ful manner preſerved; though it ſtaod as much "expoſed to the 


5 Weather as any-Building in the Town ; and though all round 
it the diceful marks of the Tempeſt were ſadly Viſible, yet this 


Church remained entire; without, fo much as z Slate or any 
Glaſs broken, which was generally taken notice 0f as a moſt re 
markableProteRtion of Providence... NNN 
- Another thing was that it pleaſed God neither Man, Wo” 
manor Child -were kilF'd in this dreadfnl Deſolation, one Im- 
mediate Reaſon whereof was, thatit happened. at fuck a time 
of Night, when all People were.in their Houſes, whereas had

"There Hkewiſe happened a ſrcanee Accidentupon a Ship Ri- 
ding at Sea, which being Attacqued by a Tempeſt of Rain, Hail, 
Wind, Thander, and ASHES, was in-very great danger of 
being caſt away ; but on 2 {adden there brake ſo dreadful a, Clap 
of Thunder into the Ship, that they all Imagined - their Guns.
